Representatives of territorial 
organisations in ten Western Euro- 
pean countries, who met in London 
during the weekend for the tenth 
annual European conference of the 
Maccabi World Union, decided 
unanimously to send national 
contingents of Jewish sportsmen and 
sportswomen to the fifth Maccabiah, 
which is to open in Ramat Gan on 
September 12, 1957. They also agreed 
to provide a share of the funds to 
cover the cost of the-first phase of the 
building of a permanent Maccabiah 
Village to accommodate the 1,000 
athletes competing in the Maccabiahs 
in Israel. The foundation-stone of the 
Village has already been laid. 

The conference, _which opened 
at Maccabi House, London, on 
Saturday, under the Chairmanship of 
Lord Nathan, issued an appeal to 
every Jewish sportsman and_ sports- 


woman in every country, regardless

coming Maccabiah. An appeal was 
made to the Israeli competitors to 
form.“ one integrated Israeli team . . . 
Selected on their individual merits 
only.” resolution urging that 
official recognition. be granted to the 
Maccabiah as the World Jewish Sports 
Festival was withdrawn after a pro- 
longed debate. 

The hope that the Jewries of Eastern 
Europe might soon. rejoin. the Maccabi 
movement was expressed by the Chief 


Rabbi, Dr. Israel Brodie, and Mr. Barnett — 


Janner, M.P., President of the Board of 
Deputies The Israeli Ambassador, Mr. 
Eliahu Elath, stressed the importance of 
the combination of spiritual and physical 
clements in the renaissance of the Jewish 
peopie and the Jewish State.

There were fewer tourists than last year, 
mainly because fewer groups visited the 
Jewish State this year, but all synagogue 
seats were taken, even those reserved for 
visitors from abroad. 

Special. arrangements .were made for 
Selichot services, and several Synagogues 
relayed the services through loudspeakers 
for those in the streets.

Mahne Yehuda, Jerusalem's “market- 
place, at 7 a.m., on the Sabbath. 
The demonstration began in an 
orderly. fashion, the crowd moving 
from Mahne Yehuda-along the main 
thoroughfare towards the Convention 


_, Centre and the road out of Jerusalem. 


The mapority of the demonstrators 
were chassidim dressed in their Sab- 
bath best—long silk coats and fur- 
trimmed velvet caps. Many wore 
prayer-shawls. As they walked they 
sang “Shomrei Shabbat.” Among 
the crowd were two press photo- 
graphers strolling along with their 
cameras. This angered some of the 
demonstrators and a fight broke out. 

A littl further on motor-~<yclist 
appeared and the crowd surged towards 


him. Police stationed there rushed in. 


and hit out in all directions with their 
truncheons. They then. proceeded to 
break up the demonstration by turning 
water-hoses on the crowd and ving their 
‘truncheons again and again. 

Some of the demonstrators hit back 
with their hands or. feet, and seven 
policemen were injured and taken for 
first-aid treatment. 


Traffic - Diverted 


Two civilians, a mother and her son, 
were also.taken there... The boy was 
badly hurt in the face and was sent to 
hospital. A number of demonstrators 
were also hurt but refused to go for first- 
aid treatment and went to their homes. 
Some appeared later with bandaged 


The demonstrators dispersed, 
small groups returned and stood at a 
safe distance from the police shouting, 
“Shabbat. Shabbat.”’.. whenever an 
occasional vehicle passed. The main 
traffic was diverted from these streets to 
avoid further trouble: 

One demonstrator, Pincus. Segalov, a 
beadle at the Kol. Yosef Yeshiva, died 
on Saturday evening from his injuries. He 
was taken unconscious to. the Shaare 
Zedek Hospital by. friends and treated 
by Dr. Rothschild, who was on duty, and 
later by Dr. Schlesinger, the Director of 
the Hospital. They told your corre- 
spondent that he died from internal 
hemorrhage as.a result of a blow which 
he received -at the back of the head. 
Eight other persons were treated tm this 
hospital for. cuts on the face and head. 
~ Dr. Rothschild, who stood outside the 
Hospital and watched the demonstration 


for a time, said he himself. saw a youth 


aged about 19 who fell as he ran away. 
when the police dispersed the crowds, 
attacked . by eight policemen — with 
truncheons. He was knocked unconscious 


_and taken iato a police-van.’ Dr. Roth- 


schild tokd the police that the youth must 
be taken to hospital, but they refused. 

It is also reported that a number of 
injured who went to the Magen David 
Adom fled when police arrived to arrest 
them. One of those taken to the Shaare 
Zedek Hospital was an old woman from

Mr. Abba Eban. Israel's chicf

The letter was dispatched on Friday 
last, the eve of the fifth anniversary of 
the passage of the resolution. 

It expressed the hope that Egypt would

other users of the Canal could not justifi- 
ably assert their rights if they allowed 
resirictions against Israel to continue 

se There is nao distinction het ween 
Israci’s rights in this matter and those of 
any other country,” said Mr. Ehan. 
“ No Government ts in a good position 
to assert its own rights if i allows equal 
and identical fights to be denied to 
others.” 

Mr. Eban said that the greater part of 
the traffic which in normal conditions 
would .pass to or from Isracl through 
Suez was effectively deharred or 
obstructed Israel* had heen the main 
target of this discrimination; but the 
ships of many nations had been affected.

“Tt hé said, ““an act of the 
profoundest symbolism to which a host 
of interpretations have been given. Bui 
they all come back to one fundamenta! 
idea: that of the call of conscience. of 
the voice of God. Those weird, primeval. 
unadorned but powerful tone-figurations 
emanating from the primitive mstrument 
mean to rouse us from our slunvber. 

“The association of the ram‘s horn 
with the story of Isaac.” continued Rabb: 
Altmann, “ for whose sacrifice a ram was 
substituted, mmophes again a challenge to 
our conscience. lt evokes the memory of 
an act which is considered. the supreme 
example of man’s surrender to God. 
demonstrating also our potentialities, 

“ No less significant is tbe: ritual of 
Atonement Day with its repeated emphasis 
on the confession of sin. In the Temple 
of. Jerusalem. the High Priest made 
confession thrice: on his own behalf. 
for his <fellow-priests and. finally, for. 
the entire community. The Talmudic 
tradiuon. which follow the 
synagogue knows only a common act of 
confession, and deprecates confessions of 
sin’ by individuals either public. or 
hefore some other person

Obituary 


MR. A. LEVAY- 
LAWRENCE 


Many years of service in several 
departments of communal life were 
given by Mr. Alexander LeVay- 


Lawrence who died in London last 


Friday im his 90th year. 

He began an active association in the 
early ‘twenties with the Zionist Federa- 
tion of which m recent years he was 
Vice-President and a member of the 
Executive Council. At the 17th Zionist 
Congress (in 1931) he was elected Chair- 
man of the Special Commitice set up by 
the Federation to deal with the establish- 
ment of a Palestine Economic Informa- 
tion Bureau in London and when it was 
set up became Chairman of the 
Bureau. 

For several years he was Treasurer, 
and for a time Acting-Chai:man, of the 
Keren Hayesod in this country. He also 
served as Vice-Chairman and Treasurer 


of the British Section of the Jewish 
Agency. 
As recently as 1953 Mr. LeVay- 


Lawrence accepted the Vice-Presidency 
of the British Committee for Technical 
Development in Israel. 

The B'nai Brith movement claimed a 
great deal of Mr. LeVay-Lawrence’s 
interest. He was President of the First 
Lodge of England from 1936 to 1938 
and was Chairman and Treasurer of the 
B'nai Brith Commiattee for the Care of 
Jewish Refugee Children. He originated 


the idea of a B'nai B'rith Benevolence 
Trust, and gave the first donation, of 
£200, to start the Fund. He was also 
responsible for the establishment of the 
B'nai B'rith Students’ Common Room 
and gave £1,000 in its support. 

The Jewish Health Organisation of 
Great Britain was another body that he 
served—as Chairman of the Fimance 
Committee and member of the Executive. 

In synagogue life Mr. LeVay-Lawrence 
was a member of the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Brondesbury Synagogue and 
the United Synagogue Council, and 
during the last war was President of the 
Taunton Jewish community. He was a 


member of the Board of Deputies and 
served on the Palestine, Aliens, .and 
Charity Committees. 

Mr. J. H. Tayitor writes: “ Time 


carried him gently. Despite his 89 years 

* his eye was not dim nor his force 
abated.” It was only a year ago, when 
. he was already 88, that he completed the 
manuscript of a book which he had 
specially written for the adolescent, 
giving a presentation of Judaism—with 
copious Biblical quotations—and Jewish 
history, because he felt that such books 
for the young were scarce and the young 
needed anchorage. had the

* privilege g among his personal 
friends and so I learnt to appraise his 
practical judgment and his kindlin ness.

tables. The inclusion of these items, 
to which are also added lengthy 
excerpts from the Prayer-Book, seems 


to indicate that there are still a con- . 


siderable number of Orthodox Jews in 
Hungary who not only observe the 
Sabbath, put on Tefillin, and recite 
the statutory prayers, but are 
scrupulous about the correct times of 


the observance of these mifzvot. 


This calendar, therefore, affords 
welcome testimony to the continued 
vitality of Hungarian Jewry. 
notwithstanding the long period of its 
isolation.

Liverpool Zionist 


MR. A. LEVAY- 
LAWRENCE 


Many years of service in , several 
departments of communal life were 
given by Mr. Alexander LeVay- 
Lawrence who died in London last 
Friday in his 90th year. 

He began an active association in the 
early ‘twenties with the Zionist Federa- 
tion of which im recent years he was 
Vice-President and a member of the 
Executive Council, At the 17th Zionist 
Congress (in 1931) he was elected Chair- 
man of the Special Committee set up by 
ihe Federation to deal with the ¢stablish- 
ment of a Palestine Economic Informa- 
tion Bureau in London and when it was 
set up he became Chairman of the 
Bureau. 

For several years he was Treasurer, 
and for a time Acting-Chairman, of the 
Keren Hayesod in this country. He also 
served as Vice-Chairman and Treasurer 
of the British Section of the Jewish 
Agency. 

As recently as 1953 Mr. LeVay- 
Lawrence accepted the Vice-Presidency 
of the British Committee for Technical 
Development im Israel. 

The B'nai Brith movement claimed a 
great deal of Mr. LeVay-Lawrence’s 
interest. He was President of the First 
Lodge of England from 1936 to 1938 
and was Chairman and Treasurer of the 
B’nai Brith Committee for the Care of 
Jewish Refugee Children. He originated 


the idea of a B'nai B'rith Benevolence 
Trust, and gave the first donation, of 
£200, to start the Fund. He was also 
responsible for the establishment of the 
B'nai Brith Studenis’ n Room 
and gave £1,000 in is support. 

The Jewish Health Organisation of 
Great Britain was another body that he 


- served—as Chairman of the Fimance 


Committee and member of the Executive. 
In synagogue life Mr. LeVay-Lawrence 


was a member of the Board of Manage- | 


ment of the Brondesbury Synagogue and 
the United Synagogue Council, and 
during the last war was President of the 
Taunton Jewish community. He was a 


member of the Board of Deputies and 

served on the Palestine, Ahens, and 

Charity Committees.

ATTACKS 


More. Anti-Israeli 
Propaganda 
By a Spactel Correspondent 


Despite their preoccupation with 
the Suez crisis and Israel's restraint 
since President Nasser scized the 
Canal, propagandists in the Arab 
States are continuing unabated their 
violent anti-Israeli attacks, both over 
the radio and through the press. 

With the Egyptian Ministry of 
Information occupied almost exclu- 
sively with the Suez dispute, propa- 
gandists in other Arab countries have 
filled the gap, continuing the war of 
nerves against Israel. 


The Syrians, in particular, have been . 


extremely bellicose. One recent. broad- 
cast from Damascus, made in connection 
with “ Algeria Week,’ contained a fierce 
onslaught. on both France and Zionism. 
kt said: “ French imperialism has always 
aligned itself with Zionism. [i did so 
in Palestine, It does so in Algeria. The 
French support the Zionists in Palestine 
and the Zionists are soldiers of French 
imperialism in Algeria. .. . The Jews of 
Algeria play the part of fifth columnists 
for the benefit of the French Army.” 


Call For Mobilisation 


It was in Damascus ihat young Pales- 
tintan Arabs now living in Syria recently 
called on the Syrian authorities to 
mobilise them in training camps, so that 
they could “ participate in the elimina- 
tion of imperialism, which made .them 
refugees, conquered their land, and 


handed over to. the Zionists.” It is 


believed that the Palestinians will be 
incorporated in a Syrian 
Liberation Army.” A report of their 
approach to the Syrian Government was 
published in the Jordan daily At JtHap. 

Another Jordan newspaper, A DIPFA’A, 
reported that at a convention ‘of Jordan 
students in. Egypt, held. in the Old. Ciiy 
of Jerusalem, express support for 
President, Nasser and Egyptian nationali- 


sation of the Suez Canal, the Egyptian. 
Consul in 


Jordan-occupied Jerusalem 
said: “ We view all Arab affairs as those 
of ene single nation. The struggle of 


Algeria for independence, the struggle of 


Egypt to nationalise Suez, and the con- 
tinued struggle for the return of liberty, 
honour, and the stolen homeland—all are 
the problems of one nation.” 

The. same paper recently published a 
letter to Col... Nasser saying that it was 
“the obligation of the Arab nation in its 
entirety to keep Palestine in mind, to 
remember us scattered. people; and. to 
conduct large-scale propaganda through- 
out the world.” ¢ 

The Lebanese, who, compared . with 
israel’s other neighbours, have hitherto 
been a peaceful nation, causing little 
trouble. along the borders, possibly 


because of their limited forces. showed 


their true feelings when the Arab. world 
‘stopped work recently in: protest against 
the Western action in regard to the seizure 
of the Canal. On the. day the 
London Conference on Suez opened al! 
shops. and-. offices. closed. ‘in Beirut. 
And thousands marched through the 
Streets carrying banners proclaiming 
Palestine after Suez.” 

EF) Sayed Salem, the Lebanese Minister 
of State, later visited Cairo to express 
his country’s solidarity. with the Egyptian

In. Cairo, ‘At Saas, the daily edited

who annoyed even the Egyptians by his 
antics when he came to London {fo 
report the Suez Conference, has . been 
advocating that Egypt indulge in a cam- 
paign of assassination. This suggestion 
was. made after the death, in mysterious 
circumstances, of Salah Mustafa: the 
Egyptian Mihtary Attaché in Amman, 
and Mustafa Hafez, chief of the 
Egyptian Army. Intelligence in the Gaza 
Strip and leader of the fedayeen. The 
Egyptians attributed the death of these 
two officers to Zionist action.’ And 
At SHAAB commented: “ There is no 
alternative but to revenge the two heroes 
by killing two of the top Zionist leaders, 
We must kill one of the Zionist com- 
manders, tearing apart one of their 
officers as they tore apart one of -ours. 
Yes! We should take revenge, and thai 
revenge must be a..terrible..one,.’ 

By contrast, Cairo Radio's Hebrew 
broadcasts to Israel have been remark- 
ably conciliatory in tone almost since 
the beginning of the Suez crisis. One 
commeniaior said that President Nasser 
wanted peace and that Israel's interest 
lay a peaceful co-existence with = the 
Arabs and in “ co-operation against war- 
mongers and exploiters of Middle 
Eastern weahh.” But Cairo Radio has. 
at the same time, made tt quite clear 
that despite Colonel Nasser’s peaceful 
mentions, the Egyptians will continue to 
blockade Israeli shipping in the Suez 
Canal. Freedom of passage, it main- 
tains, is part of a larger question—that 
of * Arab rights im Palestine.” 

Finally, mention should be made of 
the anonymous anti-Nasser and anii- 
Communist radio station broadcasting 
in Arabic to the Egyptian people. The 
SMation is violently anti-Zionist and 
anti-Israeli, and it has been attempting 
to convince Egyptians that _ their 
President has betrayed them by signing 
a mysterious non-aggression pact with 
the Jewish State. Some of its 
reports border on the fantastic. For 
example, one commentator said that 
Russia was trying to?turn Egypt into 
a Soviet arsenal and was “ collaborating 
with Nasser against the Arabs in favour 
of Israel.” He alleged that Nasser had 
himself ordered the recem “* Zionist 
attack,” which had resulted in the killing 
of nine Egyptians, and he had promised 
io solve the Palestine question by the 
gradual recogniion of Israel!

cent in Africa. 

Today the Jewish population of Europe 
was 3,442,600 (28.9 per cem of world 
Jewry), while over 1,684,000 lived in Asia 
(14.1 per cent), and 660,750 in Africa 
(5.5 per cent). More than half of the 
Jewish people—6,062,360—lived in North 
amd South America, 


Speaking of the 2,000,000 Jews in the. 


U.S.S.R., the lecturer declared that their 
chances. of national survival or revival 
were steadily being reduced by. “ the 
objective conditions as shaped. by the 
dominant policy which favoured their 
disintegration, Their isolation: from world

LANCASHIRE’S TWO 
~NEW COURTS - 


Mr. Neville Laski’s 
Appointment 


Mr: Neville J. Laski, Q.C.,. will 
shortly be installed as Recorder of 
Liverpool, with the status of a Judge 
of the High Court. | 

Our Legal Correspondent writes : 

The Criminal Justice Admunistra- 
tion Act 1956 makes provision for 
the establishment of two new 
Criminal Courts in South Lancashire, 
namely the Crown Court of Liverpool 
and the Crown Court of Manchester. 
- These two courts will in future do all 
the criminal work which was done 
in the. past by the Assizes City 
Sessions and Lancashire Quarter 
Sessions. 7 

All the judges of the high court and 
the recorders of Liverpool and Man- 
chester will be judges of the new courts. 
These new courts will exercise in South 
Lancashire functions similar to — those 
exercised by the Central Criminal Court, 
known as the Old Bailey, for the Home 
Counties. The Recorder of Liverpool 
(and also his colleague at Manchester) 
will now have all the powers of a High 
Court Judge. Each will receive a salary 
of £4,000 a year and on retirement a 
pension. 

In order to make clear that they are 
entirely independent. of local politics 
and to give them that degree of judicial 
independence which is so very important, 
their salaries are payable out of the Con- 
solidated Fund and not by the Corpora- 
ions. of Liverpool and Manchester. 
Except for London, the Recorders of 

_Ltverpool and» Manchester will be’ the 
only two full-time recorders in’ the 
country. On September 8, the Crown 
Court of Liverpool will sit for the 
first time. In-order to show the impor- 
tance and standing of the new courts the 
Lord Chancellor will be’ present. Later

Proposed

CARDIFF 

A proposal by the Commonwealth 
of World Citizens for the formation 
of an “international, impartial, and 
unarmed peace agency.” to be known 
as the “ World Citizens’ Corps.” with 
particular reference to the, zone .of 
potential conflict along the Arab. 
Israeli borders, was put forward last 
week at the meeting in Cardiff of the 
Constituent Assembly of the Common. 
wealth of World Citizens, 

The Commonwealth of World Citizens 
aims to establish itself as “an indepen- 
dent world agency having the form of 
a. People, in order to furnish: a: practical 
working: example of world unity.” 

It also aims to embark upon an 
expanding programme of world service 
by initiating and developing projects of 
aid to humanity and to create “an 
auxiliary service in the of govern: 
ment which will be at the service of all 
peoples.” 


‘ Pursuant to these purposes, the Com- 


monwealth of World Citizens, says the 
proposal, ** declares its readiness to act 
positively on behalf of all nations. in 
helping to maintain a siate of peace in 
the area of potential conflict between the 
Arab States-and Israe}.”’ 
This vital objective can be aitained, 
the proposal gots on, through the 
creation of a World Citizens’ Corps com- 


_ prising men and women of many nations 


‘‘ united in the renunciation of violence.’ 

it is proposed that the Commonwealth 
of World Citizens . should instate 
appropriate action, based upon full 
collaboration with the Secretary-General 


of the United Nations. in concert with an

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SUPPORT FOR EGYPT 


Increased Soviet Propaganda 
“190,000 VOLUNTEERS” WOULD FIGHT

The Soviet Government has stepped 
up greatly its propaganda in ‘support 
of Colonel Nasser and his seizure of 
the Suez Canal. Comments in the 
Moscow press on Mr. Menzies’ 
mission to Egypt are all devoted to 
charges against the ~ imperialists : 
who, it is alleged, are again plotting to 


“impose © their colonial rule on 
Fevpt. 
in an article by Kondrashev, 


published in IZVESTIA as Mr. Menzies’ 
mission Was preparing to meet Colonel 
Nasser, the Western Powers were 
accused of “ blackmail and intimida- 
tion” and of trying to create a 
situation to justify the use of force 
against Egypt. Pravba, in dealing 
with the same subject, accused Britain 
and France of using threats against 
Nasser who, the paper mamtammed, had 
never violated amy international agree- 
ment and had acted as the sovereign 
head of Egypt. Both papers have 
maintained the same line of argument 
right from the beginning of the Suez 
crisis, and are now only intensifying 
their anti-Western and pro-Egyptian 
propaganda. 

In broadcasts to the Arabs, Moscow 
presents itself as the sole champion 
its “Arab brothers” and of their 
inalienable mghts now threatened by the 
Western Powers. Arab audiences are 
told that the imperialists are ‘making 
every effort to withdraw pilots from the 
Canal, and are determined to hinder 


navigation and prepare for armed inter- 
vention. Moscow told Arab listeners how 
some Labour Members of Parliamen’, 
and certain sections of the British press, 
oppose the British Government's military 
measures. Even economic sanctions. 
Said Pravoa last Sunday, if used against 
Egypt, would be “a gross violation of 
international law and an expression of 
a policy of pressure, threats, and black- 
mail.” The use of force against Egypt, 
the Mainiained, would be an indis- 
putable act of aggression. 

So far, Russian sources have not, in 
spite of their large pro-Arab canypaign, 
amphfied Mr. Khruschev’s statement that 
In case of a war against Egypt there 
would be “many volunteers.’ But 
according to Arab reports, it is. expected 
that Moslems in the U.S.S.R. would be 
given permission to volunteer to serve 
in an Arab army. One Arab source 
maintains that at least 100,000 Moslems 
would be forthcoming if any fighting 
broke out. Unconfirmed  reporis 
maintain that Albania has been chosen a3 
a possible gathering place for Moslem 
volunteers to serve in Egyptian forces. A 
Soviet-Polish military mission is belicved 
-to have arrived in Tirana, the capital of 
Albania, to prepare for such an 
eventuality. 

There are rumours that in response to 
an appeal from the Egyptian Govern- 
ment, Polish military commanders. are 
examining the files of officers and men 
who, during the war, served: with the 
British Army in Africa, in Tobruk, and 
other places, and who might now be 
released to help the Egyptians. In 
Eastern Germany, too, a scarch is 
believed to be gomg on to trace German 
reservists who fought. with Rommel in 
Africa and who could now be sent to 
the aid of Colonel Nasser should 
fighting break out...

AMSTERDAM 
The appeal to the Liége court by 
Mrs. G. M. Langedijk-van Moorst, 


the former foster mother of the. 


Dutch-Jewish war orphan Anneke 
Beekman, against her arrest al 
Nonceveux, Belgium, on August 18, 
is to be heard this week. The hearing 
had originally been scheduled for 
August 30, but had to be postponed 
because certain documents had not yet 
arrived. 

These documenis—the verdict of the 
Amsterdam Court, the rejection by the 
Dutch Supreme Court of Mrs, Langedijk- 
van Moorst’s final appeal, the 
extradition request by the Dutch Govern- 
ment—apparently arrived in Liége only 
on August 30. 

The Amsterdam District Magistrate 
has stated that he dispaiched the docu- 
ments on August 19, the day after Mrs. 
Langedijk-van Moorst’s arrest. The 
official reason given why I! days elapsed 
before the documents reached Liége ‘fom 
Amsterdam is that the process of for- 
warding documents through diplomatic 


channels is -always a complicated and 


lengthy one. “Some people, however, 
have suggested that at some stage on their 
way these documents may have got lost 
for a few days. 

According to Belgian law, persons can 
be detained for 21 days only, unless it is 
definitely decided to take steps against 
them.. Since the last day of the period 
during which Mrs. Langedijk-van Moorst 
can be detained is September 7, there is 
some speculation whether or not she will 
be free and in hiding again when a 
decision regarding her extradition is 
eventually taken.

Menzies, to a delegation of the E.C_AJ 
before Mr. Menzies’s departure for Lon- 
don to atiend the Commonwealth Prime 
Ministers’ conference. The Premicr had 
talked for two hours with the represenia- 
tives of Australian Jewry about thei: 
views on Israc!l and allied problems. Aus- 
tralian Jewry’s close ties with the Jewish 
Siate and the community's determination 
to Strengthen them was cexpresed’ jn 
various resolutions. | 

In connection with the forthcoming 
Oiympic Games, the conference endorsed 
plans for, providing hospitality to the 
Israch. contingem and formally extended 
a cordial welcome to Jewish tourists who 
vist Australia during the Games. 

.Satistics submitted to the conference 
showed thai the relatively rapid increase 
in the Jewish population was confined 
only to Melbourne and Sydney. Concern 
was voiced that 96 per cem of the Jewish 
population are now living in the metro- 
politan areas, 

The statistics also revealed that. the 
proportion of Austrahan Jews under 20 
years of age was below the perceniage 
igure for the general population..

Communal Finances 


The conferénce also expressed Ks con- 
cern at the inadequacy of communal 
finances. The thin financial basis for 
Jewish education caused a Melbourne 
delegate to sate’ that. the ~ bank 
managers are m charge of Jewish educa- 
tion.” 

The Victoria’ Government, was 
stated, had initiated steps to amend the 
‘eleotoral laws’ with regard: to Sabhath 
voting by Orthodox Jews, who in future 
will be permitted to register thei votes 
by postal franchise. It. was decided “io 
approach the Commonweaith Government 
to ‘amend Federal legislation in a simiiar 
manner 

The growth within the community of 
the Liberal Jewish movement in Mel 
bourne, Sydney, and Perth was discussed 
at length. 

Some delegates. complained that. at 
official gatherings the Commonwealth 
Government regarded only the represenia- 
tive’ of the. Orthodox Rabbinate as the 
official spiritual -lcader of the Jewrsh 
communtty. 

Throughout all the deliberations of the 
conference a clear determination. was 
manifest to build up the Australian Jewish 
community as a. reliable, durable. link 
with world Jewry.

THE _ Jewish 
year that has 
now ended was 
one of excep- 
tional. signi- 
ficance in the 
historical annals 
of British Jewry. 
It was just 
before Rosh Hashana 5416 (1655) 
that Manasseh ben Israel arrived in 
London on his mission to Crom- 
well to secure the readmission of 
the Jews to England. A year later, 
the members of the small Marrano 


- group in London had openly pro- 


fessed their Judaism and been 
enabled to establish the. lasting 
foundations of our present Anglo- 
Jewish community. Throughout the 
past year, 5716, we have been 
deeply conscious of the great events 
of three centuries ago, and now 


‘with the advent of 5717 we renew 


our commemoration. The purpose 
of the Tercentenary celebrations 
aptiy accords with the mood of this 
sacred season. By remembrance of 
the past we best prepare for the 


- fateful future, as is indicated by 


the twofold designation of Rosh 
Hashana—both as Yom Ha-Zik- 
karon, the Day of Memorial, and 
Yom Ha-Din, the Day of: Judg- 
ment. It is our religious duty to 


recall the time that has gone and 


to make solemn decision for the 
time ahead. Thus we are assured, 
in Biblical imagery, of the Divine 
blessing upon our lives: “Then 
they that feared the Lord spoke one 
with another, and the Lord 


hearkened and heard, and a book. 


of remembrance was written before 
Him for them that feared the Lord 
and that thought upon His name.” 


Under the auspices of the Tercén- 
tenary Council, a succession of 


' brilliant functions has been held 


during recent months. 
never intended 


But it was 
to celebrate—in 
however noble and worthy’ a 
manner—merely the glories and 
achievements of the past. In_ his 
speech at the Guildhall Banquet 
last May, H.R.H. the Duke’ of 
Edinburgh used these eloquent 
words: “The Jewish community's 
record in this country is truly 
remarkable. Every part of our 
national life has been enriched by 
your contribution over the years... . . 
Perhaps the greatest achievement of 
the community as a whole through- 
out Hs three hundred years here has 
been its success in fitting itself into 


the life of its adopted country, and . 


yet, at the same time, retaining a 
strong sense of common. interest 
and a reverence for all. the best 
traditions. of Jewish faith and. 
As our readers will be 
aware, from the reports of the 
various functions which have regu- 
larly. appeared in the columns 
of this paper, this sense of a 
continuing tradition has been. the 
underlying theme of the whole 
Tercentenary programme. 


It is important that this under- 
lying purpose should ‘not be 
forgotten as time goes by and 
contemporary happenings recede 
into the past. An _ authoritative 
accoum of the outstanding events 


of the Tercentenary celebrations — 


will shortly appear in a commemo- 
rative volume to be published under 
the joint auspices of the Tercen- 
tenary Council and THe 
CHRONICLE ; and all profits from 


this volume will be given to the 


Jewish Tercentenary Commemora- 
tion Fund. In a letter on this page, 
the distinguished Honorary Officers 
of the Tercentenary Council des- 
cribe the objects of this Com- 
memoration Fund; and on page 9 
we print a first list of donations to 
their appeal for £200,000. The 
Council propose to endow Univer- 
sity teaching posts in Jewish studies 
and to provide appropriate training 
for Jewish youth-leaders. No 
worthier’ Commemoration of the 
Tercentenary could have been 
devised than this splendid twofold 
scheme for the strengthening of 


4 q Jewish faith among our students 


and the ion of good citizen- 
ship in the younger generation. As 
its sponsors declare, these measures 
are essential to maintain the Anglo- 
Jewish tradition and to create a 
lasting memorial which shall safe- 
guard the community's 
existence. 


The practical means suggested for 
endowing this Fund are equally 
felicitous. The call is rightly made 
to each and every member of 
Anglo-Jewry to become personally 
associated with this unique com- 
munal endeavour. Every British 


- Jew and Jewess shares in the privi- 


leges and abligations of the Anglo- 
Jewish inheritance. All must unite 
in the common cause and regard it 
as a moral responsibility to con- 
tribute to this Fund. As a guide to 
individual duty, it is asked that 
every member of a synagogue shall 
contribute to the appeal a sum 
equal to the amount of his annual 
synagogue — contribution. This 
would give fitting expression to the 
feelings of thanksgiving and dedica- 
tion that must be aroused on this 
great and unique occasion. So may 


this time of memorial become also 


a time of decision, if we register, our 
determination to prove worthy of 
the blessings of Providence. 


DEATH OF A POET 


JEWISH literature has suffered an 
irreparable loss by the death of 
Moshe Broderzon, the Yiddish poet, 
which occurred in Warsaw, as we 
reported last week, only a short 
time after his return from a-con- 
centration camp in the Soviet 
Union. For more than a generation 
Broderzon was the acclaimed prince 
among Yiddish poets in Eastern 
Europe, and his death will be 
deeply felt especially by the Jews 
behind the Iron Curtain, where the 
Yiddish language is still in daily use 
by tens of thousands. Broderzon 
started his creative career in Poland 
after the First World War. — Like 
several other Yiddish writers of his 
time in Poland and Russia, he was 
carried away by the impact of the 
Russian Revolution. In order to 
give full play to his poetic inspira- 


tion and sing the praises of the 


new life, he abandoned, for a time 
at least, the traditional classical 
Yiddish, inventing new phrases for 
new ideas, thus enriching the 
language in a way perhaps accom- 
plished by no other Yiddish poet in 
this century. For Yiddish poetry 
the twentieth century has certainly 
been the greatest, and next to 
Manger and Glattstein, Broderzon, 
with his creative genius, has con- 
tributed much to bring it to its out- 
standing position. | 


Although for a time he continued 
to serve the strange gods of. the 
Communist Revolution, Broderzon 
was never disloyal to his Yiddish 
spirit, and it was this unyielding 
loyalty that brought him into con- 
flict with Stalin, and resulted in his 
arrest and deportation to Siberia, 
where he saw many of his closest 
friends, also Yiddish writers, shot 


for the sole reason. that they 
remained faithful to the Jewish 
people and Yiddish. His many 


years in a Russian concentration 
camp greatly weakened his consti- 
tution, and although he came out 
still unconquered in spirit and deter- 
mined to continue his creative work 
for the Jewish people, the years of 
suffering had left their mark. 
Broderzon was physically a broken 
man. His death is being mourned 
by many outside his native Poland. 
The Jewish Communists in War- 
saw gave him a princely funeral, 
and the local Yiddish press, as well 
as the Communist papers in Paris, 
has been loud in its praise of him. 
But -therr eulogies they have 
significantly refrained from pointing 
to the real cause of his premature 
death—namely, his deportation and 
years of hardship in the Russian 
camp, where he was not allowed 
even a piece of paper or a pencil 
to express the sufferings of his 
lonely soul. 


The Jewish community of Lodz 
was famous, among others, for the 
two great poets it produced after 
the Second World War. One was 
Julian Tuwim, who became the 
leading Polish poet of the twentieth 
century. The second was Moshe 
Broderzon. Tuwim devoted his 
genius entirely to the service of 
the Polish people, attaining an out- 
standing position in the history of 
Polish literature. Moshe Broderzon, 
despite the period when he served 
the cause of the Russian Revolution, 


remained essentially a Yiddish poet, 


creative to the last day of his life.

ISRAELI ETROGIM 


A poor Jewish farmer, in the 
heart-land of Poland, many years 
ago in the time of the Tsar, found 
himself approaching the season of 
Succot with some despondency. 
The harvest, like most harvests, had 
been poor, but, nevertheless, as a 
staunchly Orthodox Jew, he wished 


to render faithfully at this harvest 
festival the traditional homage to 
the Creator for the blessing received 


of continued life and hope. To do | 


this, of course, required the - per- 
formance of the ancient mifzva 
of taking the lulav and etrog. 
But lulavim and etrogim, especially 
etrogim, were dear, and in addition 
the real core of the mitzva lay in 
using an etrog from the Holy Land 
itself, where, he knew, only the best 


of citrons were produced for this 


very purpose. So, from among his 
very small herd of cattle, he sold a 
cow for 15 roubles—a Palestinian 
etrog alone in those days cost three 
or four roubles. The story is true 
and is just a single instance of the 
sacrifices cheerfully made by Jews 
for the sake:of their faith, a faith 


which transcended misfortune of | 


every kind. Nowadays, etrogim 
from Israel are easier to come by 
and there js no difficulty whatever 


in fulfilling the mitzva. At the same 
time, as the letter from the Chief . 


Rabbi's secretary on this subject in 
our last issue pointed out, “ the 
more widespread ownership of 


Arba minim, which are a symbol 


of unity, will help to unite us further 
with our brethren in the land of 
Israel.” The two Chief Rabbis of 
Israel, Rabbi Dr. Herzog and Rabbi 
Nissim, have issued an appeal to 
Jewish communities in the Diaspora 
to popularise in their midst the 
etrogim from Eretz Yisrael, which 
are fully kosher and chosen for their 
fine appearance as well. Our 


brethren in America are already. 


responding to this appeal, and a 
shipment of 30,000 etrogim for. them 


left Israel a few days ago. There 


is still a chance between now and 
Succot for English Jews to give their 
assistance to-this modest but impor- 
tant aspect of contact with Israel. 


NORWICH JEWRY 


A NOTEWORTHY feature of our 
Tercentenary celebrations has been 
the participation therein of congre- 
gations and communities through- 
out the country. Not only in the 
Metropolis but likewise in the 
Provinces there has everywhere 
been a general and spontaneous 
desire to be associated with. this 
historic commemoration the 
whole of British Jewry. A striking 
demonstration of this fine spirit 
of fellowship is. afforded — by 
the splendid commemorative pro- 
gramme which. was arranged for 
this week by the Norwich commu- 


nity. Although they live in one of 


the smaller and more isolated 
centres of Anglo-Jewish life, our 
brethren there were mindful of their 
obligations and determined to make 
a full and worthy contribution to 
the Tercentenary festivities. Indeed, 
the traditions of Norwich Jewry 


extend far beyond the Resettlement, 


since they originate with -the 
medieval settlement following on 
the Norman Conquest, This settle- 
ment became one of the most impor- 
tant Jewish centres of the time. A 
large and well-organised community 
existed here, although its members 
suffered cruelly from persecutions 
and massacres attendant on the 
Crusades. Here unhappily occurred 
the first manifestation in medieval 
Europe of the satanic blood-accusa- 
tion in 1144, and a long period of 
martyrdom was ended by the 
Expulsion in 1290. The importance 
of the medieval Jewish community 
in Norwich is evidenced by many 
extant documents, several of which 
were shown at the Tercentenary 
Exhibition earlier this year at the 
‘Victoria and Albert Museum in 
London. Although the modern 
community has been active for only 
a littl over a century and has 
never been of great size, it has 
always been conscious of its historic 
past and determined to preserve the 
Jewish heritage for its own and 
future generations. However, as 
must immediately be apparent to 
all who read the details about 
Norwich Jewry in our present 
issue, the overwhelming difference 
between medieval and modern 
times is the cordial friendship 
which now frevails between Jews 
and non-Jews and which induces 
them 
together so devotedly for the 
common weal.

ANGLO-JEWISH HISTORY 


Picciotto’s Famous “Sketches” 


Sketches of Anglo-Jewish History. 
By James Picciotro. Revised and 


edited, with a prologue, Notes, and 


an Epilogue, by ISRAEL FINESTEIN. 
Soncino Press. 63s. (de luxe) and 36s.

This, Anglo-Jewry’s Year of 
‘Memorial, has been fitly graced by an 
effort to revive the memory of the 
first British Jew who told the tale of 
Jewry in Britain. It seems strange to 
think that Piccjotto’s “Sketches,” 
which originally appeared in THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, are no more than 
80 years old, stranger still that, unlike 
the histories of Messrs, Hyamson and 
Roth, they were never republished, 
and strangest of all perhaps that 
1875 Anglo-Jewish history 
should have been left almost entirely 
in the charge of non-Jewish, even 
anti-Jewish, writers. The “ Sketches,” 
of course, labour under very obvious 
limitations. 
well as entertainjng, their author was 
no trained historian, and his work 
could claim to be regarded only as 
what its present editor calls “an 


attractive, anecdotal . . . precursor.” 


Social Conditions 


- Yet if it is true, as has been said, 
that the basis of most Anglo-Jewish 
history’ is family history, Picciotto, 
even while being. the first, already 
went beyond the elementary stage. 
dealing with the largely 
ephemeral business of communal 
divisions and parochial feuds, he also 
gave attention, albeit cursory, to some 
of the social conditions jn British 
Jewry. As far as the present reviewer 
is aware, no other history, for 
example, ever troubled to discuss the 
Jewish press as a subject of more than 
interest, and though 
Picciotto Jacked the solid learning of 
the scholar, there is plajnly present in 
his pages the winged sense of history 
—qualified only by the Victorian 


belief in the “onward march of 
progress.” 

It was the heyday of Britain’ 
Empire when the. “Sketches” 


appeared, one year after the advent 
of Disraeli, and the Jews, too, were 
at the zenith of their fortunes : 
“From 1760 to i874 .. . the repre- 
sentatives of the British Jews . . . have 
always been looked up to by distressed 
Israelites . . . for support and help 
in every emergency.” At home 
“social prejudices against Israelites ” 
were “ fast vanishing,” and the perse- 
cution of Jews “in civilised States, 
or at all events in England,” was con- 
sidered “ purely a matter of history.” 

Indeed; so far as British Jews were 
concerned, history had ceased to be a 
present force and was hardly more 


than a distant rumble, often enough, 


too, a dream with little meaning and 
even less inspiration. Was there really 
a time when Jews wandered about 
England “ houseless and vainly seeking 
for shelter” and “ many towns applied 
for charters exempting them from the 
presence of Israelites”? But that was 
just part of the medieval story which 


has described as “ the typical character

Our target figure is £200,000, to be 
divided equally between the two objects. 
Already over £68,000 has been given or 
promised, although we have not set up 
a costly collecting organisation. It would 
clearly be wrong to do so for this appeal, 
since it is to be made once and will not 
be repeated for at least another 100 years ! 

We will achieve our object if each 
member of a synagogue were to give to 
the Fund, in this unique Tercentenar 
Year, and in answer to an appeal wh 
can never recur, a sum equal to the

N these reflections I propose to 

call to mind some of the faithful 

services Which have been ren- 
dered to Anglo-Jewry by rabbis and 
ministers during the past three 
hundred years and, in particular, by 
those trained at Jews’ College. 

in regard to the influence of the 
early leaders of Sephardi Jewry in 
this country one should make special 
mention of Haham David Nieto, the 
tercentenary of whose birth occurred 
only a year or SO ago, because he 
was a prolific. writer who iS said to 
have combined strict adherence to the 
practical demands of rabbinic Judaism 
with the satisfaction of the intellectual 
claims made by the eighteenth-century 
English environment and to have set 
the tone for much that has remained 
permanent in the orientation of 
Judaism in England.

NAPOLEON AND THE 


From MAURICE CARR

T happened 150 years ago, jn 
the summer of 1806. At the 
- behest of Napoleon, Emperor 
of the French, ‘King of Italy, an 
Assembly of Jewish Notables— 
representing 77,000 coreligionists in 
France, the Rhineland, and Italy— 
were gathered in a disused Parisian 
chapel to deliberate on they knew 
not what. | 
_ Napoleon himself was not too clear 
in his own mind what the Assembly 
was supposed to do. He had con- 
voked it because the spirit had moved 
iM, aS it so often. did; to make a 
holly unexpected, spectacular move. 
The Jews constituted one of those

us through the revolutions and the 


rubble of the centuries and who, as 


far as their priesthood and_ religious. 


practices are concerned, regard it as 
one of their greatest privileges to have 
no other legislator than God Himself.” 


An Ungodly Crisis 


It was an ungodly crisis that drew 
Napoleon’s attention to the Jews, four 
years later. There were rumblings of 
revolt among the landless peasants in 
Alsace. where the majority of French 
Jewry were concentrated. The Minis- 
ters of the Interior and of Justice 
laid reports before Napoleon which 
blamed Jewish. usurers for ail the 
trouble and recommended harsh anti- 
Jewish measures: cancellation of all 
debts owed to the Jews, repressive 
action against immigrant Jews, especi- 
ally from Poland. These proposals, 
well designed to appease the turbulent 
peasants, received Napoleons appro- 
bation. But they met with courageous 
opposition in the Council of State, 
which ruled that discrimination against 
the Jews would violate the Declara- 
tion of the Rights of Man and the 
Constitution. The Emperor fumed 
and cursed and called the Jews “ the 
vilest of all nations.” But on second 
thoughts he declared himself. against 
any arbitrary steps ~ which posterity 
might condemn.” To cope with 
‘mmediate situation he decreed a 12- 
month moratorium on the payment of 
all debts to the Jews. At the same 
time he summoned an Assembly of 
Jewish Notables which, somehow or 
other. was to clinch the Jewish ques- 
tion for all time. : 


Thoughout the far-flung Napoleonic 
Empire, Prefects got busy nominating 
the Jewish deputies whose essential 
qualifications were uprightness, en- 
hghtenmem, and . tameness. On 
reporting to the authorrties in Paris, 
most of the delegates asked, according 
to the contemporary police records: 
* What is this all about ? ” 

~The reply was given 
Assembly. by Napoieon’s Commissar 
for Jewish Affairs, who said: ~ Even 
is. there is no precedent for such an 
Assembly’ in the annals of Christen- 
dom, even so for the first time you 
are going to be judged with fairness 
and you are going to see your fate 
fixed by. a Christian prince.” The Jews 
were, in fact, on trial—a trial the 
like of which has never been seen. 

Napoleon, the judge, never deigned 
to appear before the Jews. He ran 
the proceedings in absentia. The 
Assembly was given a seties of twelve 
questions to answer: Is polygamy per- 
missible among Jews? Is divorce 
allowed? May Jews marry Chris- 
tians ? Do Jews look upon French- 
men as brethren or as outswers ? 
What sort of relations are Jews 
supposed by their laws to maintain 
with non-Jewish Frenchmen? Do 
French-born Jews. enjoying French 
citizenship 
homeland, which it is their duty to 
defend and whose laws they must 
obey ? Who appoints rabbis? What 
judicial and police authority do rabbis 
exercise among the Jews ? Is the 
police authority wielded by rabbis 
prescribed by the kaw or merely hal- 
lowed by usage ? Are Jews forbidden 
to follow certain professions? Are 
Jews forbidden to engage in usury 
with their fellow Jews? Are Jews 
fortidden or permitted to engage im 
usury with non-Jews ? 

The intent behind this seemingly 
absurd set of questions was to compel 
Jews to say whether they owed 
supreme allegiance to their own 
peculiar créed or to the State. HM the

from performing the same duties as 
other French citizens, then they. were 
not entitled to the same rights, in 
which case Napoleon was ready to 
relegate the Jews to their pre-Revolu- 
tion inferior status. Incidentally, 
although in theory they had been fully 
emancipated since 1791, in practice 
they were still largely treated in the 
old contemptuous way. On the other 
hand, if they opted to be Frenchmen 
else. then Napoleon 
meant to lose no time in helping them 
to discard their Jewishness.

Napoleon: was impressed with the 
Jews’ sagacity.. Their answers con- 
tained an allusion to the Grand 
Sanhedrin whitch caught his eve and 
his fancy.

I do not know whether Mr. Hare's 
catering came from the EI Al kitchen at 
Londen Airport {some Carriers, notably 
KLM and Sabena, fly in their kosher 
food from Amsterdam and Brussels), but 
except. for El Al, other carriers 
faced. with difficulties. of reheating and 
serving. kosher food in their aircraft 
galleys side by side with the trefa food 
served to the majority of their passengers. 

Only aboard El Al ‘planes does this 
problem never arise because we serve 
kosher food only, and galley, utensils, 
and ingredients are specially designed and 
supervised to. meei the. stringent require- 
ments of the rabbinical authorities.

Isaac of Norwich (d. 1247) owned 
a special quay for the use of his 
ships and was one of the richest 
men in the kingdom. : 
There were also communities in 
Bury Edmunds, Colchester, 
Ipswich, King’s Lynn, and Thetford. 
As medieval English antisemitism was 
mainly concentrated on the Eastern 
counties, they suffered greatly from 
loca! massacres. In Norwich itself, 
anti-Jewish riots were not unusual 
from 1144 onwards, largely due to the 
Crusades. In. that year was the first 
recorded instance in medieval Europe 
of the ritual murder accusation. 
Before the general expulsion of 1290 
Jews were expelled from many. parts 
of East Anglia. which intensified the 
concentration in Norwich. 

It is widely believed that Jews were

For 
many years a Member of Parliament. 

Bart. was 
the first. Jew to hold a Parliamentary 
appointment representing the Foreign 
Office. From 1924 to 1927 he had 
served as Under-Secretary of State fo 
Foreign Affairs and was later promoted 
First Lord of the Treasury. In the 
Coronation Honours of 1937 he was 
created Lord Mancroft. His son. who 
was also born in Norwich. is at present 
Under-Secretary of State for Home 
Affairs. 

Their . Haldinstein and Soman 
cousins were equally active in local 
affairs.. Alfred Haldinstein. who was 


an uncle of the first. Lord Manecroft. . 


succeeded his father, Philip Haldin- 
stein, as leader of the. Norwich Jewish 
community. He served as Sheriff of 
of Norwich 
(1897 to .1898) and was chair- 
man of the local newspaper group. as 
well as of the family boot and shoe

Brilliant Historian 
He was the brother of Mr. H. H. 


Haldin. a former Chairman of 


the Law and Parliamentary Committee 
of the Board of. Deputies; Alfred 
Haldinstein’s sons included Captain 
Frank Haldinstein. a brilliant 
historian and authority on medieval! 
Norwich, who was killed in action in 
1917. “He had edited the Oxford 
(Jewish) Prayer-Book and. together 
with Sir Basil: Henriques. his closest 
friend, founded the Oxford and = St 
Georges. Jewish Club. the 
precursor of the Bernhard Baron St. 
Georges Jewish Settlement. The last 
surviving male member of. the family 
is another brother, Mr. George Haldin- 
stein, who has retired to Devonshire.

Other members of 
the family included Sir Philip -Haldin.

The neighbouring communities are 
now all defunct. The last entry in the 
Kings Lynn congregational records 
was 1n 1846.

“ Danish Pavilion ”

The taxi had been hired for the 
elections. by. the Work and Progress 
Party. which won five of the seven 
seats in the council. Could there be 
any connection ...? We-don't think 
so. Kafr Kama takes sts civic. duty 
with commendable gravity. The three 


competing parties had adopted 
sonorous titles: “ Building and 
Development.” “Rural Advance- 


ment”: but each list really comprised 
4 umon of two or more important 
families. These hamullot owe, no 
political allegiance, and merely strive 
for the Clan honour, We thought it an: 
improvement on the national system. 

So did the Mukhtar, Hiradin 
Aslankart.- Tahuhar,. who’ led. ‘the 
council for three-and-a-half © years 
before. abdicating. A lean, handsome 
with: the imevitable Caucasian 


ever jaughing and flashing fine: teeth, 
more like a Cossack than a Galilee 
farmer. Like most of the men,, he 
wears Israeli khaki cotton topped by 
dashing astrakhan The young 
people prefer anonvmous khaki drill. 

Hiradin. said -in Hebrew: “I 
want to-tell you. that we progressed. 
during my term in office. The water 
compan’ laid a pipe-lane and every 
house has a tap, instead of paying 
100 ‘grush’ (4d.) fora can of water 
irom. the well. We have now finished 
constructing -a school, to. replace. 
classrooms in different places. It cost 
1£20,000 (£4,000) and boys sit with 
girls at one desk.”

In the meagre belt of shade thrown 
by the mosque wall they sgat, knees 
doubled up and heels flat on the 
ground. An old fellow in baggy 
breeches hobbled into the shadow : 
“Yes, I'm eighty-four and | can stil! 
decide on my vote.” A little walnut- 
faced man from the coffee-house 
served free refreshment, just one 
bitter drop in each tiny porcelain cup. 

This ts how we drink coffee. not as 
the Arabs do,” expleined Yohai 
Shogan, pouring another dribble from 
the copper pot. “It must be very 
like medicine.” He spoke 
English learnt at school. as an 
auxiliary to Arabic and Hebrew. At 
home only Circassian may be heard. 
They have no books, no newspaper in 
their own language, for contact with 
Russia ended long ago. 

Yohai said wistfully: “We. are 
alone in Israel. for fhere are only 
1,500 of our race in Galilee, Many 
Circassians live im Transjordan, and 
Syria. Life is good, everythine O.K. 
for Kafr Kama. Except one thing,” 
added Yohai in his text-book English. 
We have a shortage of girls. Maybe 
I will visit Turkey and find me a 
wife,”. he grinned.

True,” admitted the *fuAhrar, 
beckoning to his straw-headed son,

Wife 
and daughter remained in the kitchen,

Next time we 
come, maybe they will have graduated 
to the parlour.

Stock markets have not had an eas, 
Passage recently. The uncertainties of 
the Suez situation, Mr. Macmillan'’s new 
warnings about the economic POSILION, 


the deterioration of the gold and dollar 


figures, and the sharp fall in industria! 
output shown by the latest returns have 
all contributed to uneasiness and some 
depression. It is a tribute to investors’ 
morale that there has been litile selling 
Price reactions have been, in the main.

"OIL PIPELINE ACROSS ISRAEL 


Government Sympathetic to Project 
SCHEME WOULD COST OVER £10,000,000 


JERUSALEM | 


The Suez crisis has given a fresh impetus to tentative plans to link 
the Red Sea and the Mediterranean by an oil pipe-line across Israel. 

The pipe-line, 270 miles long, would link the Israeli ports of Elath, 
on the Red Sea. and Haifa, on the Mediterranean. But here again Egypt 
would inevitably dominate at least the background—for Elath lies on 
the Gulf of Aqaba, whose other shores belong to Jordan, Saudi Arabia, 


and Egypt. 

Entry from the Gulf into the 
Channel—within range of Egyptian 
shore batteries. Already, by its 
dominance of this channel, Egypt has 
blockaded Isracli vessels and cargo 
destined for the port of Elath. _ 

Israel maintains that the Strait is an 
international waterway, but Egyptian 
artillery continues to bar the way and 
might do so for tankers on their way 
to an Elath pipe-line built as an 
alternative to the Suez Canal. 

Nevertheless, supporters of the scheme, 
both in Israel and the West, claim that, 
unlike other plans for Suez Canal 
alternatives, the oil pipe-line project 1s 
practicable and realistic. It could, they 


say, be completed within less than a year 


at a commercially sound cost. 

The estimated cost of a new canal 
cutting across Israel from the Gulf of 
Aqaba to the Mediterranean might reach 
£1,000.000,000, but the cost of the pipe- 
line would be between £10,000,000 and 
£20,000,000, experts claim. The final 
figure would depend on the size of the 
pipe. The largest could be a 26-inch 
pipe, carrying 12,000,000 tons of crude 
oil a year. 

Israeli experts estimate that this size 
pipe would carry oil at 5.3 shillings 
sterling per ton compared with the Suez 
Canal toll on tankers which is roughly 
nine shillings per ton. And, they argue, 
‘this would provide sufficient competition

Another asset of the project in the eyes 
of its supporters is that part of the crude 
oil loaded on tankers in the Persian Gulf, 
om at Elath, and pumped to Haifa 
could refined at the now semi-idle 
refineries plant in Haifa Bay. In full 
production this would mean 3,000,000 
tons of refined oil available annually for 
shipment to Western Europe. The 
refining. capacity of the plant is about 
four million tons a year and at present 
only 1,000,000 tons of crude _ oil, 
imported from Venezuela and the Soviet 
Union, are being refined there to cover 
local Israeli consumption only. 

But opponents of the project argue that 
not only would Iraq and Saudi Arabia 
object to their crude oil being pumped 


through Israel, but also that the inde- 


ndent rulers of Kuwait, Qatar, and 

hrein would do likewise. 

The project’s supporters retort that at 
least Persian oil could be diverted to 


_Elath and that some of the Persian Gulf 


sheikdoms would wélcome the existence 
of the pipe which would free them from 


- dependence on jealous neighbours. They 


are as keen to sell their oil as the oil

13 DIE IN 
CLASHES 
Alleged Raids by Israelis 


U.N. STATEMENT

JERUSALEM: 
Thirteen Egyptians were killed in 


three incidents which occurred on 


August 30 and 31 in Egyptian-con- 
trolled territory, according to a com- 
muniqué issued here by the United 
Nations Truce Supervision Organisa- 
tion. 

These clashes between Israelis and 
Egyptians occurred after an Israeli 
Army Command car had been blown 
up by mines in the Nitzana demili- 
tarised zone. Two Israeli soldiers in 
the vehicle were killed and four 
wounded. 


Two of the three incidents in Egyptian 
territory occurred on the night of August 
30, first took place midway 
between the village of Deir el Balah and 
the town of Gaza—about three-quarters 
of a mile inside Egyptian-controlled 
territory. .N. observers fourid the 
tracks of 15 men leading to the demarca- 
tion line. 

The second incident occurred about the 
same time in the Rafah area where, 
according to the Egyptian authorities, five 
soldiers were killed in an exchange of 
ire. 
After midnight there was a clash in 
Egyptian territory adjacent to the 
Nitzana area and about two kilometres 
west of the international frontier, and the 
Egyptian authorities reported .that six 
Egyptians died in an exchange. of fire. 

The Israeli authorities have made no 
comment on these reports. 

General Burns, the U.N. Truce Chief, 
on Monday called on Mr, Ben-Gurion at 
his own request. 

It is believed that the Truce Chief came 
at the request of Mr. Hammarskjoeld, the 
U.N. Secretary-General, in connection 
with Israel’s recent counter-attacks on the 
Egyptians. Mr. Hammarskjoeld, it will 
be recalled, announced from New York, 
after the first of these: reprisals, that such 
actions did not constitute self-defence 
under the terms of ,the U.N. Charter. 
However, Mr. Ben-Gurion was not 
deterred by this ruling.
